Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to amendment and argument filed on March 07, 2006. 
Original application contained Claims 1-20. Applicant previously cancelled Claim 1-20, and 
added new Claims 21-25. Applicant currently cancelled Claims 22, and 25.Therefore, presently 
Claims 21, and 23-24 are pending for consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Applicant amendment filed on March 07, 2006 overcomes the Claim rejection. Therefore, 
previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 has been withdrawn. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed on October 03, 2005, and further discussion held during 
personal interview dated September 12, 2005 with respect to pending Claims have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the previous rejection has been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2 1 , and 23-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The above mentioned claims are allowable over prior art because the combined system of 
Admitted Prior Art of record (Kang'98) fails to teach or render obvious the claimed limitations 
in combination with the specific added limitations, as recited in independent Claims 21, 23-24, 
when analyzed in light of specification. 

The Inventors explicitly disclosed on page 4 of specification that in the system of their 
admitted prior art Kang'98 discloses a software simulation of a network security pump that 
provided some boundaries on the pump algorithm by using wrappers or software that supports 
called applications, and the system of their Kang'98 differs from the hardware implementation of 
the claimed invention, as expressly claimed in independent claims 21, and 23-24. 

Kang'98 does not discloses or suggests: hardware implementation of the network security 
pump by 1) exchanging limited status and control information between the first processor and the 
second processor, and 2) controlling data communication from the second network to the first 
network by transmitting to the interface, then transmitting to the second processor exchanging 
limited status and control information between the first processor and the second processor and 
acknowledging at the probabilistic rate the transmission from the first processor to the second 
processor.
